One of the 8 explosive* discoveries of government agents was the cache

Huteo Books of accounts* leaflets and sundry literature* the contents 
of which were translated with the assistance of a police interpreter 
revealed the connection of the tong members with the subversive activities 
of undesirable elements*" 
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
